bomb-blast aimed at Hitler's life, 
Berlin radio announced today. 


Gestapo squads, meanwhile, were 


reported carrying forward a vast 
blood purge to quell what Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill termed 
a revolution in Germany. 


Berlin listed the dead officers 
as Col. Gen. Guenther Korten, 
chief of the German air force gen- 
eral staff, and Maj.-Gcn. Heinz 
Brandt, first officer In the army 
general 
staff's operative section. 
This brought to three the announ- 
ced death toll of the explosion. The 
nazis already had announced the 
death of "the feuhrer's collabora- 
tor" and double, whose nnme first 
was given at "Berger" but was 
reported today as Helnrlch Berg- 
ner. 


Another Berlin broadcast declar- 


ed the "Hitler salute" bad been 
introduced in place of the army 
salute In the German armed for- 
ces—apparently as another step to 
assure loyalty of the troops to Hit- 
ler and nazidom.
